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In  Muskegon,  Michigan,  at  the  northeast  corner  of  the 
public  square,  there  is  a  bronze  statue  of  Lincoln,  done  by 
Charles  Henry  Niehaus,  and  cast  by  the  Roman  Bronze  Works  of 
New  York,  presented  to  the  city  of  Muskegon  by  Charles  H.  Hackley, 
May  30,  A,  D.  1900. 

There  is  a  bronze  figure  at  each  of  the  four  corners, 
one  of  Grant  being  at  the  southeast  corner,  with  a  large  monument 
in  the  center  of  the  square,  which  occupies  a  whole  city  block  of 
lawn  and  trees.
